Draper Jr., Under Secretary. of 
the Army. just back from Berlin 
and other areas near the iron 
eurtain; Secretary of the Army 
Kenneth Rovall and Under See 
retary of State Robert Lovett 
President ‘Kept Informed. 

Eben Ayers, assistant White 
House press secretary, said those 
at the second conference “gave 
the President a fill-in on the Ber 
lin situation He would only add 
fhat the President “is being kept 
eonstantiv informed of develop- 
ments.” 

While the second meeting was 
under way, Marshall left the 
White House by a side door. miss- 
ing reporters. Presumably this 
conference also covered aspects of 
the Berlin developments. Truman 
sees Marshall every Monday on 
foreign policy.

The Russians were already in the 
suburbs of Berlin, the American, 
British and French divisions were 
everywhere tearing the Nazi 
armies to pieces. 

On April 25 the American and 
Soviet ground forces met on the 
Mulde. As if by the blade of a. sword, 
Germany was now split in two. 
On April 26, Wenck, by dint of 
brute determination, and reckless 
of heavy losses, drove to within 
eight miles of Potsdam, Here he 
was hurled back to the Elbe where 
he disintegrated before the Amer- 
icans. 

This flurry of activity on the 
part of Hitler’s battered legions 
kindled a spark of hope among 
the ashes of his universal defeat.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One of the worst street intersections 
in the St. Louis metropolitan area is at 
Manchester road and Big Bend boule- 
vard, in Maplewood. 

The primary difficulty arises from the 
fact that Big Bend boulevard north of 
Manchester is offset so that southbound 
traffic on Big Bend winds up headed 
directly opposite the northbound Big 
Eend traffic. This usually results in a 
nerve-racking unscramble in the middle 
of Manchester road. 

It is a serious hottleneck There is 
only one lane for southbound traffic and 
one lane for left turns, with no provision 
at all for right turns 

As I recall, about 15 or 20 vears ago 
A&P. built a store on the northwest 
corner Ovdr considerable protests from 
the State Highway Department and 
numerous other agencies. Just recently 
the grocery was torn down and it ap- 
peared at long last there would he an 
opportunity to improve what is admit- 
tedly one of the worst intersections in 
the county. 

Unfortunately, however, such is 
the case. At this very moment a new 
huilding is being constructed for an 
@utomobile agency. 

Some steps should be taken immedi- 
ately to delay the erection of a building 
until Maplewood has provided an addi- 
tional lane for southbound traffic. This 
involves moving the west curb back 
about 12 feet. Failure to move back the

Wild Goose Chase 


The heterogeneous character of the Demo- 
cratic party is dramatized by the decision at 
Birmingham to support a separate ticket for the 
presidency.

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For State Tax Reduction 

Under the proposed earnings tax, earners of 
income in St. Louis will pay $5,000,000 to $7.- 
500,000 a year to the city. This will mean three 
burdens of income taxation—federa!. state and 
local. Federal and municipal functions have 
greatly increased in range and cost. so that two 
of the burdens cannot well be lightened. The 
Missouri income tax, however. is a different 
matter 

Unlike the Federa! Government and most 
cities. the State of Missouri is in excellent 
financial condition. Sales taxes, the major 
source of revenue, pour in at record levels. The

WASHINGTON, July 19 (UP)-— 
The CIO Economic Outlook says 
that a mere “h- 1dful” of persons 
controls the nation’s big corpora- 
tions and “decides the basic eco- 
nomic policy of America.”

HIS old saying, 
the man of one hook,” 
which one of our readers in- 
quires, is a translation of the 
Latin. “Cave ab hominie unius lib-

ESTERDAY was a happy day for Joe Sunnen. Not especially he-

Affectionateiy Known as “Little 
Henry,” the ram-jet helicopter was 
developed by McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. of St. Louis, where Ray is 
the newly appointed manager of 
the helicopter and propulsion divi- 
sion. While “Little Henry” is new 
to Ray, rotary wing aircraft— 
Henry’s family name—is some- 
thing with which he is most fa- 
miliar, probably more so than any 
man in the country. A tall Texas, 
slow-talking but  easy-to-talk-to, 
Ray is no chair-borne commander 
but a pilot who has logged over 
3.000 miles in the air, with an 
even rarer 3000 hours in rotary 
wing aircraft.
